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PREFACE: 


HE former Impreſſion of this 
Bool being diſpoſed of, I have 
added to this ſeveral new Caſes, in 
order to illuſtrate more fully the 
Advantage of the Method I have 
recommended in the Cure of this 
Fever. This I thought neceſſary for 
my own Fuſtification, and hope it 
will alſo help to convince others, 
who have entertained: different Sen- 
ziments concerning it.

But I have not yet 
ſeen any Cauſe to alter my Opi- 
nion, in any material Point, re- 
lating either to the Fever or its 
Cure. On the contrary, repeated 
Experience has more confirmed me 
in it, having always found this 
Method to ſucceed in curing the Fe- 
per in a few Days, where it has been 
made uſe of from the beginning, 
and has not been afterwards va- 
ried, (which,T confeſs, has ſometimes 
been the Caſe) either through my 
own Timorouſneſs, or Oppoſition from 
others. In ſeveral Caſes too, where 
the Patient bas been brought into 
great Danger, by a contrary Ma- 
nagement, this Method has been 
ſucceſsfully employed in recovering 
him. Some Inſtances of this kind,

J am indeed a little doubtſul 
about what I have ſaid concern- 
ing the Uſe of the Bark, in the 
Symptomatical Sweats, at the Be- 
ginning of the Fever. This I only 
propoſed as a Thing. which I thought 
. worth confidering, but have fence 
. Found, that the Danger apprehended, 


from thoſe Sweats, may be more 


efectually prevented, by going in- 


to a contrary Method, to that which 


promoted them. | 
Tf, notwithflanding the Facts I 
have now produced, there ſhould ſtill 


be ſome who condemn this Practice, 


 though,perhaps, they have never tried 
it, at leaſt, in a proper Manner; I 
would deſere them to confider well, 
what Sydenham to whoſe Author- 
ity, I hope, they will pay ſome Re- 
gard) has ſaid concerning the ſame 
Practiſe, particularly in the Fever 
of the Year 1685, which he cured 
by this very Method. And if they

toill be at the Pains of mali ng 
theCompariſonaccurately, and with-- 
out Prejudice, I am perſuaded, they 
will find that Fever, and ours of 
1741, 70 beexattly alike. I was of 
this Opinion when I fir ft wrote the 
Obſervations, as was hinted inthe 
former Edition, but was not fo 
fully convinced of the Truth of it 
as I now am; having fince at- 
tended, with great Diligence, and 
Care, to a confiderable Number of 
Cafes, and found this Method to ſuc- 
ceed, even beyond my own Expec- 
tation. Nor am I fingular in this 
Opinion, but could mention, on my 
own Knowledge, fome of the moff 
diſtinguiſhed Names, that adorn. 
the Profeſſion of Phyfic at this 
Time, in ſupport of it. But hav- 
ing referred thofe of a different 
Sentiment to Sydenham, I Hall 
content myſelf with giving an Ex- 
traci from his Treatiſe on the Fe-

His 
Words are as follows * The Me- 
thod now delivered much exceeds 
all J have ever tried in the Cute 
of this Fever, and if at any Time 
it does not take it off, yet it for- 
ces it to intermit, and then it is 
always cured by the Feſuit s Bark. 
But whereas Purging, ordered for 
the Cure of this Fever, may 
chance feem hurtful to ſome ; 1 
aſſert, that upon Trial, nothing 
ſo certainly, and ſo powerfully 
cools the Patient, as Purging 
preſcribed after Bleeding, which 
muſt always be uſed firſt, 

For tho' a Purge does for the 
preſent, raiſe a greater Tumuſt 
in the Blood, and other Humours

* preſently follows: for it is found 
© by Experience, that Purging af- 
© ter Bleeding, quells a Fever ſoon-

© dent Cauſe, the Fever was occa- 
© fioned, and if they were not pec-

| VERY fatal Fever having for #0 

E ſome Months paſt prevailed in 16:38 

| all Parts of the Kingdom, and 1028 
carried off great Numbers, I thought the 8 


publiſhing the following Obſervations 
might conduce to the Preſervation of 
ſome, that might hereafter be attacked by 
it. And as they are built on Reaſon and 
Experience, not on uncertain Schemes and 
Hypotheſes, and ſupported by the beſt 
Evidence of all, Succeſs ; I imagined they 
might juſtly be depended upon; and that 
no one therefore would blame me for 
recommending to others, what I had ſo 
much Reaſon to be ſatisfied with myſelf. 
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I do not preſume to think theſe Re- 
marks have any thing very new or extra- 
ordinary in them, or that they are capable 
of affording any information to the skilful 
Phyſician ; yet if they ſhould put others 
upon examining more cloſely into the Na- 
ture of this Fever, and can give any aſſiſt- 
ance to Perſons leſs skilled in the Method 
of treating it, under whoſe Care, as mat- 
ters are at preſent conſtituted in the Pro- 
vince of Phyſick, many Sick muſt neceſ- 
farily be placed, my End will be anſwered 
without Injury, I hope, to any one. 

If ſuch Gentlemen, whoſe large Prac- 
tice furniſhes them with frequent Oppor- 
tunities of diſcovering the Nature ot any 

evailing epidemic Diſtemper, would can- 
didly publiſh their Obſervations for the in- 
ſtruction of others, it would tend greatly 
to their own Honour and Reputation, and 
be the Means, in all probability, of ſaving 
the Lives of many, who are viſibly loſt for 
want of right Management. For what 
with the ignorance of. Nurſes and others 
who are fond of preſcribing Sweats in 
the beginning of Fevers, than which 
nothing is more hurtful ; the too great At- 
tachment of ſome of the Profeſſion to 
their own favourite Hypothefes, and the 
Avarice of others, who practice by gueſs 


and at random, with little regard to any 
I Intereſt

Intereſt but their own : it is no wonder, 
I fay, putting all theſe together, that fo 
few recover of Diſeaſes, in themſelves 
too of ſo dangerous a Tendency, when 
with all the Tenderneſs and Humanity, 
Caution and Skill, that an honeſt Man 
can purſue the Buſineſs of his Profeſſion, 
the Event muſt frequently be fatal. At 
the ſame time I cannot help thinking, 
that when any particular Epidemic reigns, 
we might by diligent and unprejudiced 
Obſervation arrive at ſuch a Knowledge 
of its Nature, and the Method of Cure, 
as would enable us in moſt Inſtances to 
ſucceed according to our Wiſhes. 

The Symptoms attending this Fever are 
in general theſe, vg. A flight irregular 
Shivering, Wearineſs, and Pains in the 
Limbs, Faintneſs, Giddineſs, Pain of the 
Head, chiefly juſt above the Eye-brows, 
not very acute, but heavy and opprefling ; 
a great Oppreſſion on the Breaſt, with very 
little or no Pain ; frequent involuntary 
Sighing, with much Inquietude and 
Anxiety; à great diſpoſition to Sweat, 
even while the fick Perſon fits up, but 
more ſo if he lies in his Bed, covered 
warm, or even upon the Bed, with his 
Clothes on; the Pulſe generally very 
low, and the more violent the Attack 
of the Diſtemper, the lower is the Pulſe; 
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ſo, as iy to be almoſt im- 
perceptible ; the Tongue very moiſt, 
though white, and often through the 
Courſe of the Diſtemper, even in the 
worſt Caſes, the Sick has hardly any 
Thirſt : the Urine is at firſt high coloured, 
in a few Days if things are conducted 
rightly, changes ſomewhat paler, where 
it keeps, till, as the Diſtemper abates and 
is going off, it grows more turbid, and 
breaks with a good Sediment. After the 
Sweats have been profuſe at the Begin- 
ning, the Urine has ſometimes a large la- 
teritious Sediment, and once I obſerved it 
of a Coffee Colour, like the Urine in nephri- 
tic Caſes, and this was after the Sweats had 
continued profuſely near three Days. In 
a few Hours after this the Patient grew 
worſe, and died in four Days. Very pale 
Water is at other times made, and ſome- 
ti nes in large Quantities.--If a hot Regimen 
has been uſed from the Beginning, florid 
Eruptions of the Petechial kind interſperſed 
with ſome of the miliary, ſometimes ſtrike 
out all over the Skin, but chiefly on the 
Breaſt and Arms ; when theſe appear the 
diſpoſition to ſweat is not ſo great. Some- 
times a few larger Eruptions appear, full of a 
ſerous Humour, and very red. As the Dan- 
ger of the Diſeaſe advances, the Sick grows 
reſtleſs and wakeful, and from a ſmall

Confuſion of Mind at firſt, falls gradually 
into a ſtrong Phrenzy ; or at other times 
grows ſo ſleepy, as ſcarce to be waked ; 
and if he is, ſoon falls again into a Doze ; 
has great Twitchings, with a Subſultus 
of the Tendons, and ſoon the Affair is 
finiſhed by his Death. But he remains 
many Days longer (ſometimes fifteen or 
ſixteen from the beginning of the Fever) 
when theſe latter, vig. the Sleepineſs, &c. 
are the Symptoms, than when attacked 
with the ſtrong Delirium, in which Caſe 
he generally dies about the eighth Day. 
Theſe are the uſual Symptoms, ſome 
of them, no doubt, belonging to the Diſ- 
temper, others manifeſtly the Effect of 
improper Treatment. 
his Fever is plainly a very dange- 
rous one, and requires the moſt cau- 
tious Management. The Danger is ſtill 
greater, as its Approaches are ſecret and 
unexpected. When violent Pains of the 
Head, Breaſt, or other Parts, a ſtrong 
Pulſe and great Thirſt, diſcover any one 
to have a high Fever, we are immediate- 
ly alarmed at the Danger, and ſet about 
the Cure at once. But this is a latent, de- 
preſſed Fever, which we are not at firſt fo 
apt to ſuſpect the Danger of, becauſe the 
external Signs are not ſo violent, tho' in 
reality it is for that Reaſon the greater; 


for 
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for a low, depreſſed Pulſe at the beginning 
of ſuch a Fever, is certainly a worſe Symp- 
tom than a ſtrong one, tho' proceeding, 
in part, from the ſame Cauſe, Fulneſs: a 
heavy oppreſſing Pain of the Head, than 
an acute one ; and Sighing, Anxiety, and 
Weight on the Breaſt, than violent Pains 
there: and ſo with reſpect to other Symp- 
toms, great external Heat and Thirſt por- 
tend lefs Danger, than when the principal 
Organs ſeem to be opprefied with a heavy 
Load, and ſcarce any outward Signs of a 
Fever appear. 

In order to come rightly at the Know- 
ledge of this Diſeaſe or any other, I know 
no better way than to attend diligentiy 
the Footſteps of Nature, to take Reaſon 
and Common-Senſe for our Guides, and 
not vain Speculation; to endeavour to trace 
out the Diſtemper by ſtrict Obſervation 
only, on its various Symptoms and their 
natural Tendency, carefully to ſeparate in 
our Minds ſuch as really belong to the 
Diſeaſe, from thoſe produced by the Ma- 
nagement. We ſhould ſet out in our En- 
quiries with no Prepoſſeſſions to favourite 
Ferms or Syſtems, nor arbitrarily fix an 
Epithet to a Fever, before we thoroughly 
underſtand its kind. If we haſtily ſtamp 
upon it any particular Name or Diſtinc- 
tion, which we are generally mighty — 
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of doing, we may greatly deceive our- 
ſelves by our Affection for a darling Ap- 
pellation. Things ought to be regarded, 
not Names ; for after all, it matters- but 
little what Name or Epithet we give to a 
Fever, if we do but really underſtand the 
Diſtemper, and how to cure it. 

As to the Fever we are treating of, it is 
manifeſt from the Symptoms, and from- 
the appearance of the Biood when taken 
away, which is generally ſizey, that the 
Blood is very much heated and inflamed, 
the Veſſels over-loaded, and the Circula- 
tion greatly impeded, It is therefore ab- 
ſolutely inconſiſtent with Common Senſe 
to direct a hot Regimen in ſuch a Caſe, 
which every one knows by rarefying the 
Blood will ſtill more diſtend the Veſſels, 
and be a greater Interruption to the Cir- 
culation ; beſides that it naturally tends to 
throw the Diſtemper upon the Brain, 
and produce a Phrenzy, the plain and 
obvious Indications of Cure being juſt the 
contrary to this, viz. that the Veſſels 
ſhould be emptied, and all proper Means 
uſed to abate the Heat and Inflammation, 
by Evacuation and cooling Regimen ; and 
if to confirm this, the Event ſhould, upon 
due Obſervation, be found almoſt always fatal 
from a hot Method, generally favourable 
from a cool one, there need not ſurely be 
the

the leaft Heſitation which to chuſe. For 
example, ſhould the fick Perſon, upon the 
firſt Symptoms of the Fever, be immedi- 
ately put to Bed, without any or but little 
Bleeding, ſhould be covered warm there, 
and have hot Medicines given him, and a 
general warm Regimen allowed, in a ſhort 
tune ſhould fall into profuſe Sweats, ap- 
pear to be relieved by them, and it ſhould 
therefore be thought proper to encourage 
them ; if after having rent very much 
for a Day, two, or more, and "quo 
ſlept tolerably, the Symptoms ſhould = 
ty much abate, and every one be ready to 
think him out of Danger ; if a few Hours 
after, all theſe kindly Appearances ſhould 
vaniſh, his Pulſe ſhould quicken, his Head 
grow confuſed, great Reſtleſſneſs and 
Watchfulneſs follow, and by degrees a 
Delirium creep on, that ſhould ſoon end 
in his Death ; or if inſtead of the Sweats, 
the Eruptions ſhould appear, followed 
by a train of troubleſome Symptoms, 
thro' which, if the Patient did recover, 
it would not be without great Difficulty 
and Danger; ſurely any conſiderate Man, 
obſerving all this, would naturally con- 
clude there was ſomething wrong in the 
Management, and might therefore with- 
out much Difficulty perceive what would 


have been right. He would be apt to de-

termine, that a contrary Method by Bleed- 
ing and a cool Regimen, might have pre- 
vented all the Miſchief ; that the profuſe 
Sweats, on which the chief Dependance 
had been placed, were perhaps only Symp- 
toms, and ſo ought to have been guarded 
againſt, at leaſt not encouraged, and that 
the Eruptions, and the other bad Symptoms 
were produced by the great Heat the Pa- 
tient was put into. Should he therefore, 
upon this, take the following Method ano- 
ther time, ſhould bleed largely in the Be- 
ginning, empty the Bowels by Gliſters or 
entle Purges, ſhould keep his Patient from 
d in the Day-time, and not let him be 
covered too warm in the Night, and take 
all neceſſary Precautions againſt the Sweats 
coming on too early, by forbidding the 
too liberal Uſe of very thin Liquors, hot

 CTOBER 16th, 1741, I was de- 
ſired by a Friend, to viſit a Girl 
about 16, whoſe Parents were in low 
Circumſtances ; ſhe had been in of a' Fe- 
ver eleben Days, had been kept contin- 
ually in Bed, had ſwe much at 
the beginning of her Tack,” having ta- 
ken hot Things for that Purpoſe ; at firſt 
ſhe - was not but a few Days 
paſt, had a great deal of Thirſt, and her 
Tongue and Mouth were parch'd and dry : 
Sometimes ſhe had "been almoſt light- 
headed, at other Times drowſy, And 
ſtupid, was coſtive at firſt, but had two 
Days ago, ſeven Stools in a few Hours: 
This Account I had from her Mother. 
The Symptoms upon her when I firſt 
ſaw her, were a ſinall Pain and Weight 
on her Head, Oppreſſion on her Breaſt, 
Inquietude and Anxiety, her Pulſe quick 
but low, her Urine Hach Coloured, her 
Face florid, and her Skin full of ſmall 
Eruptions ; her Tongue was very foul, 
and covered with a white Skin. She was 
alſo ſo faint, that ſhe could not bear to 
fit up a few Minutes. I bled her to 
about the Quantity of ſix Ounces, |; r

Blood was florid, and when cold had but 
little Serum in it; ſhe did not faint with 
it, but appe in a 1 
Time much relieved by it. I gave her 
37. Elixir Vitriol. wid 6 in a common 
* of about zx. and. ordered a Wine 
Glaſs to be given every fix Hours, and 
that ſhe ſhould be kept cool, and drink 
freely of Barley-Water. The next Mor- 
ning the 17th, I found her better, ſhe 
had had no Stool fince the 1476. I gave 
abate ys: ing Potion, R. Fol. Sennæ. 5j/s. 
ad 35. cou o, in Ag. font g. ſ. ad 
wy . ade 556. M. She ad by Even- 
ing five Stools, and took an Anodyne, 
with gutt. xv. Laud. Lig. going to reſt, 
ſhe ſlept well, and the 1875. in the 
Morning was much detter; the Eruptions 
ſtill appeared; her Pulſe was more re- 
gular, and not fo low, and her Tongue 
was cleaner, and moiſt being faint, I 
ſent her a cordial J ulap, to take a Glaſs 
of now and then: 25 19th, in the Morning, 
finding her ſtill better, and her Urine with 
a large Sediment in it, I again gave her 
the Parging Potion, and an Anodyne 
alſo at Night. The 20th, ſhe continued 
mending, I directed her to riſe a few 
Hours daily, to take ſuitable Nouriſhment

V. M. about thirty Years of Age, 
a Gentleman's Servant, was taken ill 
Oftober 28. 1741. in the Evening, with 
a ſhivering, ſucceeded by Heat and 
Reftleſſact, which laſted till towards 
Morning, when he ſweat pretty much, 
but roſe, was better, and kept about the 
Houſe all Day; the two ſucceeding Ni 
and Days were the fame ; the 31,1 
had the Care of him. I was inclined to 
think, his Illneſs would be an intermit- 
ting Fever, both from the . 
count, and ſome other Citcumſtances, 
ious to this IIlneſs; for he had been 
veral Weeks in one of the Hoſpitals 
on Account of a Diſorder in his left Eye, 
contracted by the Small-Pox, which Diſ- 
temper he had laſt Summer. For this Diſ- 
order he had uſed Evacuations frequently, 
_- agar” 4 was bled about a Week 
paſt wi Leeches, and the Blood 
not being caſily ſtopped, he loſt, as he 
ſaid, 12 or 14 Qunces. Theſe things 


conſidered, I did not imagine there

was occaſion to uſe any more Evacuations, 
but thought it reaſonable to expect the 
Fever would ſoon come to an Inter- 
miſſion. In this View, I began with an 
Emetic, and afterwards gave him Medi- 
cines with Sai, Abſynth. &c. The fol- 
lowing Night he was much the ſame 
as the former ones. 
November 1f. in the Forenoon. I found 
him ſweating freely, but the Fever not 
off. In » 1 e 
Sweat, but tho he lay pretty eaſy, yet 
there was a Quickneſs on his Pulſe, and 
his Urine was high coloured; his Tongue 
alſo white, but attended with no great 
Thirſt; the following Night he flept 
pretty well, but was generally in a Sweat, 
fleeping or waking. The 24 in the 
Morning, he complained of ſome Pain in 
his Head, and a Weight on the back 
part of it, and was very reſtleſs, his Pulſe 
was quick, but not ſtrong, the Urine much 
paler, and clear, except a ſmall Cloud ſuſ- 
pended in it. I gave him ſome moderate 
cordial Medicines, and kept him in Bed, 
in hopes the Fever would go off, and 
afford me an Opportunity to give the 
Bark : but I was deceivedin my Expec- 
tations. He ſweat plentifully in the Even- 
ing, and the Symptoms ſcemed to remit : 
but the following Night, he paſſed very

unquietly, being much diſordered in hs 
Head, and tho' he had a =_m deal of 
Sleep, it was not refreſhing, but irregular 
and diſturbed ; and he muttered and talked 
in it continually, In the Morning the 
Zd. his Head was much confus'd, 
bis Tongue whiter, he coupgh'd frequent- 
ly, and drew his Breath hard, and his 
Pulſe was very quick. I took _ eight 
Ounces of Blood, he ſeem'd better all Day, 
but grew worſe again in the Evening, 
and had a very unquiet Night: He had 
alſo three large looſe Stools. The 47, 
in the Morning, he had a reaching to vo- 
mit, and the other Symptoms had no 
3 The Urine he made was 
ve le, but not in e Quantities; 
1 Mx ch this Mind fifteen gr. of 
Jecacuanba, and continued the ſame 
Medicines as before. He had again a ve- 
ry bad Night, rather more unquiet than any 
yet. When I came to him the eb, in 
the Morning, I found him much difor- 
dered in his Head, his Countenance wild 
and confuſed, incoherent in his Diſcoutſe, 
his Polſe very quick, but not high, and 
his Urine was high coloured ; his Cough 
was alſo very frequent, but not ſtrong, and 
he complain'd of much Oppreſſion on his 
Breaſt. I concluded now, it would be in

ver, and imagining the bad Symptoms he 
had, were the inves Rock of the Method 
I had uſed in Expectation of it, I deter- 
mined upon altering it, and purſuing a 
cooler; I therefore immediately took a- 
way ſeven Ounces of Blood, which was 
very fizey, ordered him to be taken up, 
and laid on his Bed with his Cloaths on, 
directed a light and cooling Diet, and an 
Hour after — gave him 30% Infuſ. 
Senn. with is. Manne. and between 
whiles, Medidnes with Sperma Cæti. G. 
Sal. Nitri. In the Evening, all the Sym- 
were much alleviated, he had yet 
but two Stools, but leſt he ſhould 
have more, and be diſordered by them, 
I ſent him an Anodyne Draught, with 
Directions, to give it at any Time, af- 
ter two or three Stools more. His Tongue 
this Evening grew Black towards the 
Root, but was moiſt, and attended 
with but little Thirſt, and he was alſo deaf. 
He was reſtleſs, and without Sleep till 
four in the Morning, when, having had 
three more Stools, the Anodyne was gi- 
ven, and he ſlept quictly five or fix Hours, 
and waked much refreſhed.
